Margaret  Garwood 

Margaret  Garwood  is  a  1975  graduate  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts,  where  she 
earned  her  Masters  Degree  in  Music  Composition.  Ms.  Garwood  had  studied  privately  at  the 
Philadelphia  Conservatory  and  in  New  York,  which  enabled  her  to  "pass  off"  all  of  the 
requirements  of  the  entire  undergraduate  program  by  exam  when  she  applied  for  the  Masters 
Program.  Only  two  students  in  the  history  of  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts  have 
accomplished  that  feat. 

Ms.  Garwood  served  on  the  faculty  of  the  Philadelphia  Musical  Academy  from  the  early 
1950's  to  the  late  1960's  and  became  head  of  the  piano  faculty  in  1978,  teaching  piano, 
chamber  music  and  opera. 

Ms.  Garwood  has  written  works  for  various  chamber  ensembles.  Her  song  cycles  have  been 
widely  performed  in  the  United  States,  Canada  and  Europe.  Her  opera  for  youthjoringel  and 
the  Songflower,  commissioned  by  the  Camerata  Opera  Theater,  was  recently  performed  at  the 
Chautauqua  Institute  in  New  York.  Other  operas  include  Rappaccini's  Daughter,  The 
Nightingale  and  the  Rose  and  The  Trojan  Women.  Her  song  cycles  include  The  Cliff's  Edge 
(Songs  of  a  Psychotic) ;Lovesongs:  Five  songs  to  poems  of  E.  E.  Cummings;  Springsongs:  Five 
songs  to  poems  of  E.E.  Cummings,  and  Six  Japanese  Songs  for  voice,  clarinet  and  piano.  Her 
most  recent  works  are  Tombsongs  and  Rainsongs,  both  commissioned  and  premiered  by  the 
Choral  Arts  Society  of  Philadelphia.  She  is  writing  a  third  work  in  this  trilogy  called 
Flowersongs,  which  was  commissioned  by  the  Music  Group  of  Philadelphia.  Instrumental 
works  include  a  Suite  (for  two  pianos) ,  A  Joyous  Lament  for  a  Gilly  Flower  (for  clarinet  and 
piano),  Soliloquy  (for  alto  saxophone  and  piano),  and  Homages:  a  suite  in  four  movements 
(for  piano,  violin  and  cello). 

Ms.  Garwood  has  been  the  recipient  of  three  grants  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts;  five  fellowships  from  the  MacDowell  Colony,  during  the  last  of  which  she  was  named  a 
Norton  Stevens  Fellow;  and  awards  from  American  Society  of  Composers  Authors  and 
Publishers,  the  American  Music  Center,  and  the  National  Federation  of  Music  Clubs.  She  has 
served  on  the  Composer-Librettist's  and  Solo  Recitalist's  Panel  for  the  National  Endowment  for 
the  Arts,  and  on  the  selection  panels  for  Opera  America  and  Chorus  America. 

Myra  Mimlitsch-Gray 

Myra  Mimlitsch-Gray  is  currently  Professor  of  Art  in  the  Metal  Program  at  the  State  University  of 
New  York  at  New  Paltz.  She  received  her  Master  of  Fine  Arts  degree  in  1986  from  the  Cranbrook 
Academy  of  Art  in  Bloomfield  Hills,  Michigan,  and  her  Bachelor  of  Fine  Arts  from  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Art  in  1984.  She  is  the  recipient  of  numerous  awards,  including 
Individual  Artist  Fellowships  from  the  Louis  Comfort  Tiffany  Foundation,  the  National 
Endowment  for  the  Arts,  and  the  New  York  Foundation  for  the  Arts.  In  1998  she  was  awarded  the 
Chancellor's  Award  for  Excellence  in  Teaching  at  the  State  University  of  New  York. 

Mimlitsch-Gray's  artwork  is  included  in  the  following  permanent  collections:  the  Boston 
Museum  of  Fine  Arts,  the  Detroit  Institute  of  Art,  the  Greater  Lafayette  Museum  of  Art,  the 
Samuel  Dorsky  Museum  of  Art,  the  Mint  Museum  of  Craft  and  Design,  Rhode  Island  School  of 
Design  Museum,  and  the  Renwick  Gallery  -  National  Museum  of  American  Art  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution.  Publications  include  a  feature  article  in  Metalsmith  (Fall,  1995)  and 
inclusion  in  the  books,  Women  Designers,  1900-2000:  Diversity  and  Difference  (Yale 
University  Press,  2000),  and  One  of  a  Rind:  American  Art  Jewelry  Today  (Abrams,  1995). 

Her  work  has  recently  been  exhibited  in:  Women  Designers,  1900-2000:  Diversity  and 
Difference,  at  the  Bard  Center  for  Studies  in  the  Decorative  Arts  and  Design,  New  York;  .4  View 
by  Two:  International  Jewelry  Exhibition  at  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design,  Providence;  The 
First  Renwick  International;  Five  Women  in  Craft  at  the  Renwick  Gallery,  National  Museum 
of  American  Art,  Smithsonian  Institution;  Studies  in  Chain  Mail,  a  solo  exhibition  at  Susan 
Cummins  Gallery,  Mill  Valley,  California  (December,  1999);  and  the  Twelfth  Silver  Triennial, 
Deutsch  Goldschmiedeshaus,  in  Hanau,  Germany  (1998-2000).

2001  Honorary  Degree  Recipients 
Helen  W.Drutt  English 

Helen  W.  Drutt  English  has  been  involved  in  the  modern  crafts  movement  for  four  decades.  Her 
gallery,  Helen  Drutt:  Philadelphia,  established  in  1973,  was  one  of  the  first  in  the  United  States 
to  make  a  commitment  to  late  twentieth  century  crafts.  As  a  founder  and  executive  director  of 
the  Philadelphia  Council  of  Professional  Craftsmen,  she  initiated  exhibits  and  activities  for  area 
craftsman,  bringing  wide  attention  to  unique  professional  metal  and  clay  craftswork.  Drutt 's 
own  renowned  jewelry  collection  has  been  exhibited  in  museums  in  North  America  and  Europe. 
Since  1969,  she  has  served  as  a  curator  of  many  national  and  international  exhibitions,  as  well 
as  a  consultant  and  panel  member  to  the  to  the  National  Endowment  of  the  Arts  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Council  on  the  Arts;  she  was  appointed  a  cultural  ambassador  for  Philadelphia 
in  1995. 

She  has  held  the  rank  of  Professor,  History  of  Art,  Moore  College  of  Art  (1972-1982)  and 
lectured  at  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  from  1972-1980.  She  has  been  invited  to  speak  in 
museums  and  universities  throughout  the  world,  including  the  University  of  Hawaii;  Wellesley 
College  in  Massachusetts;  Glasgow  School  of  Art  in  Scotland;  and  the  Museum  of  Contemporary 
Art  in  Denbosch,  The  Netherlands. 

Recent  honors  include  Fleisher  Founder's  Award  from  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art, 
Mayor's  Arts  and  Culture  Award,  Honorary  Fellow  of  the  American  Craft  Council,  and  Lifetime 
Achievement  in  the  Crafts  from  the  National  Museum  of  Women  in  the  Arts.  She  has  been  a 
publishing  contributor  to  Craft  Horizons,  the  American  Craft  Council;  Contemporaiy  Jewelry: 
1964—96  HWD  Collection;  and  coauthored  with  Peter  Dormer  "Jewelry  of  Our  Time:  Art, 
Ornament  and  Obsession,"  published  by  Rizzoli  International,  1995.  For  the  special  exhibit  she 
organized  in  1998,  Brooching  It  Diplomatically:  A  Tribute  to  Madeliene  K.  Albright,  Helen  W. 
Drutt  English  also  provided  the  introduction  to  the  catalog. 

Jane  Golden 

A  native  of  Margate,  New  Jersey,  Jane  Golden  became  a  mural  painter  in  Los  Angeles  in  1977, 
after  graduating  with  degrees  in  fine  arts  and  political  science  from  Stanford  University.  Her  first 
mural,  a  20  ft.  by  100  ft.  depiction  of  Ocean  Pier  in  Santa  Monica,  CA,  became  an  historic 
landmark  in  1978. 

In  Los  Angeles  in  1981,  Golden  co-founded  the  Public  Art  Foundation,  an  organization 
designed  to  offer  mural  painting  as  a  way  for  young  people  on  probation  to  earn  community 
service  credits.  Hearing  about  the  City  of  Philadelphia  Anti-Graffiti  Network,  she  sent  her 
resume  to  Mayor  Wilson  Goode  and  was  hired  on  a  part-time  basis.  After  overseeing  a  summer 
program  and  working  on  several  large  projects,  Golden  was  hired  as  the  full-time  Artistic 
Director  of  the  mural  component  under  the  Anti-Graffiti  Network  in  1984. 

Today,  Jane  Golden  is  the  Director  of  the  City  of  Philadelphia  Department  of  Recreation 
Mural  Arts  Program.  She  has  tirelessly  led  the  struggle  to  keep  the  Mural  Aits  Program  in  a  well- 
respected  and  fully  funded  position.  The  honors  and  recognitions  she  has  received  for  the  work 
carried  out  through  MAP  include  the  following:  Philadelphia  Business  Journal  Women  of 
Distinction  Award  (2000) ,  Commission  on  Human  Relations  Award  for  Arts  and  Culture  (2000) , 
Eisenhower  Fellow  (1999),  Spectrum  Award:  Philadelphia  Red  Cross  (1999),  Philadelphia 
Award  (1998),  Honorary  Ph.D.,  Swarthmore  College  (1998),  Local  Honoree:  Women's  Way 
(1996),  Wiley  Green  Scholarship,  Leadership  Inc.  (1995),  "Innovations  in  City  Government" 
Award:  Ford  Foundation  (1992). 

Additionally,  she  completed  a  Master  of  Fine  Arts  in  painting  from  the  Mason  Gross  School  of 
the  Arts  at  Rutgers  University  and  serves  as  an  adjunct  instructor  at  the  Pennsylvania  Academy 
of  the  Fine  Arts  and  the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

Golden  continues  her  work  because  she  believes  that  art  can  transform  people's  lives.  "Art  is 
a  lifeline  for  people.  Murals  have  a  profound  impact  on  communities.  Art  is  Hope." 


History  of  The  University  of  the  Arts 

The  University  of  the  Arts  evolved  from  two  century-old 
institutions:  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  and  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts. 

The  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  (PCA)  was  formed 
in  1876  along  with  the  Philadelphia  Museum  of  Art. 
Initially  known  as  the  Pennsylvania  Museum  and 
School  of  Industrial  Art,  the  institutions  were  estab- 
lished in  response  to  the  interest  in  art  and  art 
education  that  was  stimulated  by  the  country's 
Centennial  Exposition.  In  1948,  the  school  became 
known  as  the  Philadelphia  Museum  School  of  Art, 
reflecting  the  expanded  programs  that  trained  artists  in 
many  other  areas,  including  fine  arts.  The  school 
received  accreditation  in  1959,  and  in  1964  separated 
from  the  Museum  to  become  the  Philadelphia  College 
of  Art.  Today,  the  Philadelphia  College  of  Art  and 
Design  of  The  University  of  the  Arts  offers  curricula  in 
design,  media  arts,  fine  arts,  crafts,  and  museum  and 
art  education. 

The  performing  arts  programs  of  The  University  of 
the  Arts  date  from  1870,  when  three  graduates  of  the 
Conservatory  of  Leipzig  opened  one  of  the  first 
European  style  conservatories  of  music  in  America:  the 
Philadelphia  Musical  Academy.  The  Musical  Academy 
became  an  independent  college  of  music  in  1950, 
granting  a  Bachelor  of  Music  degree  after  a  four-year 
course  of  study-one  of  only  eight  such  music  colleges 
in  the  nation  at  the  time.  While  still  offering  only  a 
music  program,  the  school  changed  its  name  to  the 
Philadelphia  College  of  Performing  Arts  (PCPA)  in 
1976,  the  first  such  college  in  Pennsylvania.  One  year 
later  the  former  Philadelphia  Dance  Academy  became 
part  of  PCPA,  and  in  1983  the  School  of  Theater  was 
created,  thus  achieving  the  college's  ideal  balance  of 
performing  arts:  dance,  music  and  theater  arts. 

In  1985,  PCA  and  PCPA  joined  to  become  the 
Philadelphia  Colleges  of  the  Arts,  and  a  true  visual  and 
performing  arts  university  was  in  its  formative  stages. 
With  its  inauguration  in  1987,  The  University  of  the 
Arts  is  the  largest  comprehensive  educational  institu- 
tion of  its  kind  in  the  nation,  preparing  students  for 
professional  careers  in  design,  fine  arts,  crafts,  dance, 
music,  and  theater  arts. 

In  1997  the  University  added  a  new  College  of 
Media  and  Communication,  offering  degrees  in 
communication,  writing  for  film  and  television,  and 
multimedia.
